DIGEST OF WEEKLY REPORT OF, conn: WICADLe DISLASES IN JAPAN 
FOR THE JEEK ENDED 16 SUPTLI BER 1950 


During the thirty-seventh week, ended 16 September 1950, there were 22,917 
cases of the 31 communicable disease: (exclusive of the four venereal diseases) 
compered with £1,579 cases reported for the same diseases last week, Some cor- 
rections were received this week for preceding weeks in the current year, Totals _ 
for eight diseases (epidemic meningitis, meaéles, whooping cough,’ influenza, . = 
tetanus, re>ies, leprosy, and trachoma) were lower this week than in both last week 
and the thirty-seventh week of last year, while totals for two others (dysentery 
and tuberculosis) were higher currently. No cases of smallpox, choléra, plague, 
yellow fever, anthrax, glanders, or dengue fever were reported either this week, 
last week, or in the thirty-seventh week of 1949. Tsutsugamushi cases numbered the 
same as last week, while schistosomiasis anc filariasis were both lower than pre- 
viously. Data for these last three diseases arc not available prior to the current 
year. Prescnt totals for the remaining eleven diseases fell between MOE reported 
last week and in the thirty-scventh week of caiadh year. 


About the same number of diphtheria cases was reported this. week (192) as last 


week (193). Deaths increased from 7.to 10, The present case figure was 37* percent 
grcatcr than that (140) recorded for the same wock of last year but 9 percent below 
the totel (210) for the corresponding 1948 pcriod. Cases incréased over, last week 
in 20 prefectures, decreased in 17, and staycd the same in 7, while no cases were 
reported cither week in the remaining 2, There were 21 ‘cases in Niigata Prefecture 
this week and from 1 té 12 cases in 40 additional prefectures. The current and 
cumulative case retes were 12.4 and 13.9 san eg intaal Corresponding death rates | 
were 0, 6 and 1, 26 ‘ : I 


Dyscntcry cases which decrcased during the last four weeks, increased this 
week for the first time since the high point for the year was reached for the week 
ended 12 August. They numbered 2,583 currently, 9 percent greater than last week's 
figure (2,366). The number of deaths, however, dccrcascd slightly, from 511 to 
506, This weck's cascs were 56 perecnt highcr then in the same period of lest year 
in, 655) and ebout three and a half times the corrcsponding 1948 total (730). 

Changes from last weck werc almost equally divided between prefectures with in- 
ercascs (23) and those with decreases (22), whilc cases stayed the same in the one 
remaining prefecture. Shizuoka Prefecture rcoportcd the most outstanding change , 
an.incrcasc from 81 to 263 cases, the present figure including an outbreak of 150 
ceses.in Hamana-Gun. There were other largo inercascs in Kagawa Prefecture (from 
8 to SO cascs) and Osaka Prefecture (96 to 161). Two prefectures in the Kanto 
region with 23 perccnt of all cases this weck were Tokyo-to (331 cases) and Shizuoka 
(263), while that region as a whole accountcd for helf of the totel. Excluding 


Tokyo-to and Shizuoka, cascs ranged from 3 to 187. Of the total dyscntery reported _ 


this weck, 2,564 cascs and all deaths were listcd as bacillary and the other 19 . 
Cescs as he, Current and cumuletive casc rates for all dysentery were a06s 5 
and 6€.5 rcspectively. Corresponding’ dcath ratcs were 32, 6 and 14.1, 


The number of typhoid fever cases (120) did not change from 1b week. Deaths 
inercascd from 15 to 18, This week's case figure was 40 percent lcss than a 
(201) recorded for the samc period of last ycar and ncerly 60 percent below the cor- 
responding 1948 totel (284). Decreases from last week occurred in almost half: (21) 
of the prefcetures, increascs in about a third (ie); and no change in three. Six 
additional prefectures have reported no cascs for two weeks or longer. There were 
12 eascs in Tokyo-to this week and, at the othcr cxtreme, none in 12 prefectures, 
The current end cumulative casc retes were 7.7 and 6.6 respcetively. Corresponding 
death ratcs were 1.2 and 0.8, 


_ Paretyphoid fever cases (41) .rcmained approximetcly the same as last weck (39), 
and dcaths (1) did not change, The present number of cases was a third below the 
figure (62) for the thirty-scvcnth week of lest ycor and about a half of thet (84) 
for the seme period of 1948. Twonty prcfecturcs heve-reported no cases for at 
least two weeks, Twelve rcportcd increascs over lest weck, nine decreases, and the 
rcmaining five stayed the samo, Tokyo-to currcntly rcported ten cases and 19 ad- 
ditional prcfcctures from one to four cach, The current and cumuletive case rates 
were 2,6 and 2.4 respectively, the corresponding dcath ratcs both 0.1. 


} 
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There have been no smallpox cases reported since mid-July anc no deaths thus 
far this year. No cases were recorcec for the thirty-seventh week of last year, 
but there was one Curing the same period of 1948. The cumulative case rate as of 
16 September 1950 was less than 0.1. 


No tyohus fever cases were reported this week whereas there was one case last 
week, anc no Ceaths were repcrted during either veriod. There were also no cases 
last year at this time, but two in the same perioc of 1948. The cumulative case 
anc Ceath retes this week were 1.6 anc 0.1 respectively, 


There were 16 cases of maleria anc one death this week compared with 14 cases 
anc 3 ceaths last week. There were about seven times as many cases Curing the 
_ thirty-seventh week of lest year (111) ané nearly ten times as many in the cor- 
responcing 1948 period (155). The majority (28) of the prefectures have reperted 
no cases for two or nore weeks. Nine prefectures reported increases over last : 
week, seven decreases, anc the remaining two no change. Eleven prefectures report- 
ed one te five cases each this week. The current anc cumulative case rates were 
1.0 anc 1.4 respectively, while the corrcsponding ceath rates were both 0,1. c 

Jape nese "R" encephalitis cases Cecreased for the second consecutive week. 
They numbere¢ 439 currently, 40 percent less than last week (727). Deaths also 
Gecreasec, from 246 to 178, This week's cascs were nearly three times higher than 
in the same perioc of last year (157) but 22 percent lower than in the correspond- 
ing 1948 week (561). There were decrcascs from last weck in about half (24) of the 
prefectures anc increases in 14. Of the remeiiuing 8 prefectures, which cid not 
change, Hokkaido has reported no cases yet this ycar, Nagasaki Prefecture none for 
three weeks, anc Fukui anc Shiga none for two weeks. The most notable change from 
last week occurred in Tokyo-to, a Cecrease from 161 to 42 cases, while there was 
also a large decrease in Niigata, from 78 to 19. Nagano Prefecture (64 cases) 
and Tokyo-to (42) together accounted fer nearly a fourth of this week's total 
cases, anc 37 othcr prefectures had cascs ranging from 1 to 27. The current and 
cumulative case rates were 28.3 and 7.2 respectively, Corrésponcing ceath rates 
were. 11 ,5..anc 2,3. 


The nurber of scarlet fcver cascs reported this weck (52) wes somewhat higher 
than in the prceceing weck (46), while no ccaths were reported. curing cither 
perioc¢., Present cascs were slightly fcwor than in the sanc wecks of last year 
(55) and 1948 (54). Ninctcen prcfecturcs have reported ne cascs for at least two 
weeks, Increases over last week occurred in 12 prefectures, cccreases in nearly 
that many (11), and no change in the romaining four. There were 11 cascs in Tokye- 
to this weck, 7 in Osaka Prefecturc, and from 1 to 3 in 20 adéitional pr.fcctures. 
The current and cumulative casc rates wero 3.4 ond 6.7 respectively. The cumula- 
tive cceth rete vac less than 0.1. ; 


Epidemic meningitis cases (24) ccercascd 44 percent from last week (43). 
Deaths decreased from 13 to 4. The present casc figure wes about half of that (49) 
recorded for the same week of last ycar anc 38 percent below thc corresponding 1948 
total (39). Cases dcercvascd from last wock in about half (22) of the prefectures, 
increased in 8, and stay. d the same in 3,while no cascs have becn reported for two 
wecks or longer in the remaining 13. Approximatcly a third (16) of the prefectures 
reported cascs this weck, from 1 to 5 cach, The current and cumulative case rates 
were 1.5 and 1.6 respectively, the corresponcing @cath rates 0.3 and 0.5. 


There were 212 cascs of measles this weck, 8 perecnt fewer than last week 
(231). The pr.scnt num’or was approximatcly a fourth of the figure (803) reeorded 
for the same weck of last year anc 15 porecnt bu low the total (248) for the cor- 
responding period of 1948. Almost half (21) of the prefecturcs reported cécreascs 
from last wock, a third (15) inercascs, an¢ onc stayod the samc. Nine adcitional 
prefectures have reportcd no cascs for. two wecks or longer. Thirty-two profectures 
hac cascs ranging from 1 to 37 this week. The current and cumulative case rates 
were 13.7 and $4.2 respectively. 


The number of whooping cough cases dcercased 10 percent, from 2,365 last wock 
to 2,117 currently. Cascs tlis weck wore more than 50 perecnt fewor than in the 
same week of last year (4,315) but 55 percent higher than in the corresponding 1948 
period (1,362). There were Acercascs from last week in 25 prefectures anc incre- 

_ a4ses in el. Large decrcases were reerrrded in Fukuoka Prefecture, from 161 to 71 


ses, and Toyama, from 107 to 41, while therc was @ comparable incrcase in Kego- 
shima, from 5C to 127, Four prefccturcs with current cases amounting to 23 percent 
of the total were Hokkaido (132), Kagoshima (127), Tokyo-to (117), and Nagano (113). 
forty-one othcr prefectures had cascsrengine’ from 6 to 88, while Nera reported no 
-eescs, The current and cumuletive case rates were 136.5 and 182.6 respectively, 


Tubcrculosis cascs continued to increase, the prescnt figure (13,983) being 
15 perecnt hicher than lest weck's (12,181). Current cascs were 21 percent greater 
then thosc (1a; 509) in the same week of last year and 53 percent above the total 
(9,129) for the corresponding period of 1948. There were increascs over last week 
in ebout two-thirds (31) of the prefectures and dcercascos in the rcmaining third 
(15). Tokyo-to rcportcd the lergcst incroase, from 1,762 to 2,255 cases. Four 
prefccturcs (Chiba, Hyogo, Gifu, and Saitama) hed inorcascs of 200 or more césos 
and five others increases of more than 100, The Jargcst decrease occurred in 
Fukuoka Prefecture, from 623 to 391 cases, anc there were decreases of more than 
100 cases in three additional prefectures, Tokyo-to reported the largest number of 
cases this weck while Nara, with 33 cases, had the smallest number. Ninety percent 
of all tubcrculosis ecascs wore dcsignated as respiratory tuberculosis (12,639). 
The current ond cumuletive Case rates for all forms of tuberculosis were 901. 6 and 
599.9 rcspcctively. 


There was a small increase (3 siren: in pneumonia cases this week, from 
. ,061 to 1,093. They wore slightly fewer than those (1,106) recorded for the thirty- 
seventh week of last year but 88 perecnt greeter than the corresponding 1948 total ~ 
(582). ‘Inercascs over lest weck occurred in ebout half (24) of the prefectures, 
deercascos in 20, and no change in the remaining 2. Saitama Prefccture reported 85 
cases this wock end the othcr 45 prefecturcs from 4 to 48 cach, The current and 
cumulative casc ratcs were 70.5 and 199.1 respoctively, 


Five cases of influenza were reported this wceck compared with six last week 
anc six enc fiftecn respectively during the thirty-scvcnth weeks of last year and 
1948. Thcy occurred in Mie and Nagaseki (two cach) and in Tottori, The current 
anc cumuletive cease ratcs were 0.3 and 36.2 respcctivcly. 


Poliomyclitis cascs (89) decreased 17 perecnt from last wock (107).. They were 
pee highcor than in the thirty-seventh wock of lest ycar (84) and elmost two 
ane e helf timcs the total (37) recorded for the corrcsponding 1948 period. Cases 
eee acd from last woek in 19 prefectures, incrcascd in 13, and stayod the same in 
6, while no cases have been reported for two weeks or longor in the remaining eight, 
Twenty-cight prefceturcs reported cases this week, from onc to ten cach, The cur- 
rent and cunulative casc “retos were 5. is and 4,1 re “spectively. 


Thc number of tctanus cascs decreased from 42 last wock to be eunaicatiene 
During the thirty-scventh wecks of last ycar and 1948 there were 58 ané 40 cases 
respectively. Approximetcly a third (16) of tho prcfcetures have reported no cases 
for two or morc wocks, Anothcr third (15) rcportcd dccrcases from last week, ten 
increascs, and five no change. This weck's cascs were distributed among 19 pre- 
fectures having from one to four cases cach, The current and cumulative casc rates 
were 2.3 and 204, respectively. 


bleven cascs of icedcunh infcetion werd ‘roportcd this week, the same huniieee as 
last week. There were 18 and 11 cases respectively in the thirty-severth weeks of 
1949 and 1945, No cases have been reported for two weeks or more in almost twoe 
thirds (29) of the prefectures. Prefectural changes from last week were almost 
equally divided between decreases (9) and increases (&).- Light prefectures having 
one or two cases each accounted for the present total. The current and cumulative 
case rates were 0.7 and 1,0 respectively. 


No rebies cases were reported this week. Last week there were three cases and 
in the corresponding 1949 and 1948 weeks one each. The cumulative case rate this 
week was 0.1, 


There has been no anthrax reported since mid-July, No cases were recorded 
during this same period either last year or in 1948, The cumulative case rate this 
week vas less than 0.1. 


Leprosy cases (6) remained nearly the same as in the preceding week (7). 
There were 10 cases last year at this time end 13 cases during the like period of 
1946. Changes from last week included four prefectures with decreases and three 
with increases. Two prefectures stayed the same, and the rémaining 37 have reported 
no cases for two weeks or longer. There were one or two cases in each of five pre- 
fectures this week, Current and cumulative case rates were 0.4 and 0.7 respectively. 


The number of trachoma cases decreased 5 percent, from 1,950 last week to 1,849 
currently. This week's figure was about 25 percent less than that (2,434) rasenien 
for the same week of last year and 20 percent below the-corresponding 1948 total 
(2,304). The majority (28) of. the prefectures rcported decreases from last week, 

17 increascs, while the remaining one stayed the same, Prefectural case figures 
this week, ranged from 2 to 199, The current anc cumulative case rates were 119.2 
and 206.1 respectively. 


There was no change from last week in the number of infectious diarrhea cases 
reportcd (2), Onc case cach was recorded for the thirty-seventh wecks of 1949 and 
1948. Hokkeido and Osaka Prefccture rcportcd this weck's cases. The current and 
cumulative cases ratcs were both 0.1. 


The numbcr of tsutsugamushi cases reported (2) did not change from the preceding 
week, Both cases again occurrcd Niigata. Prefccture, The current and cumulative 
ease retes were 0,1 and 0.2 respcctively, 


Schistosomiasis cases numbered 45 this weck compered with 57 last weck, a 
decrease of over 20 percent, Yamanashi Prcfecture reported 32 cases, Saga ll, and 
Fukuoke 2, The current end cumuletive case ratcs wore 2.9 and 1.2 rospectively, 


Onc case of filariasis wes reportcd this week comparcd with five last week. 
The one case occurred in Kagoshima Prefecture, Current and cumulative case rates. 
were both 0,1, 


The four venereal diseeses cecounted for 6,567 cescs this week compared with 
6,397 cases last week, Current and cumulative numbers of syphilis cases this week 
were 2,269 and 90,731 respectively; gonorrhea, 3,957 and 125,110; chancroid, 334 
and 11,236; and lymphogranuloma venereum, 7 and 361, Totals for syphilis and 
lymphogranuloma venereum were both lower this week than last week, 2,336 and 10 
respectively. Gonorrhea cases, however, were higher than in the previous week 
(3,736) as were also chancroid cases (315 last week). All totals this week were 
lower than those recorded for the same week of last year. At that time there were 
3,£35 cases of syphilis, 3,994 cases of gonorrhea, 458 cases of chancroid, and 11 
cases of lymphogranuloma venereum. The current and cumulative case rates for ‘each 
of these diseases as of 16 September 1950 were: syphilis, 146.3 and 158.1. respec= 
tively; gonorrhea, 255.1 and 218. O; cheancroid, 2l. | and 19.6; and lymphogranuloma

Tsutsu- 
gamushi and filariasis casos were higher and schistvs:miasis cases liwor currently 
then in the preceding week. Tata for these last three diseases are nt available 
pricr to the current year. Present totals for the seven remaining diseases fell 
between thuse reperted last week and in the thirty-cighth wocek of last yoar, 


Diphtheria cases decreased 12 porcent, frim 192 last week tc 169 in the 
present week, There was an inercase in deaths, h.vever, from 10 +0 13, This weeks 
cases were 7 percent fewer than thuse (182) recorded during the samo veok wf last 
year and 12 perecnt belwy the ecrrespendiag 1948 tvteal (193), Almost half (22) of 
the prefectures reported decreases fr:m last week, 19 had increases, while four did 
ncet change, and the remaining cnc has reported nc eases for the past three wecks, 
There were 15 cases in Niigata Prefecture this wook, from .ne to ton cases in 38 
additicnal prefectures, and nune in the remaining seven. The current and cumula-

The number cf dysentery cases roperted this weck (2,086) was nearly 20 percent 
lower then in the proceeding week (2,583). Toaths decreased from 506 te 468, The 
present case figure ves 7@ percent greater than that (1,228) recorded for the 
thirty-cighth weck cf last year and almost fcur tines the total (531) for the same 
period of 1948. (Sce attached chart). There were decreases from last week in 27 
‘prefectures, increases in 17, and no change in the remaining 2. Shizuoka Pro- 
fecture reported the mest cutstanding change, a decrease from 263 to 61 cases, 
while there were alsc substantial decreascs in Osaka Prefecture (from 161. to 77 
cases) and Kagawa Prefecture (86 to 9).

The fcur veneral diseases acccuntec for 6,060 cases this week compared with 
6,046 cases last week, Current anc cumulative numbers of syohilis céses this 
week were 2,221 and 95,159 respectively: gonorrhea, 3,524 and 132,165; chancroid, 
310 and 11,845; anc lymphegranuloma venereum, 5 and 375. Totals fcr syphilis and 
chancrcie were slightly higher this week than last week (2,207 and 299 respective- 
ly), while those for gonorhea and lymphcegranuloma venereun were slightly lower 
(3,531 anc 9 resvectively last week), All totals were lower this week than in 
the same week cf last year. At that time there were 3,109 cases of syphilis 
3,569 cases of gonorrhea, 374 cases of chancroid, an¢ 7 cases of lymphogranuloma 
venereum. The current and cumulative case rates for each of these diseases as 
of 30 September 1950 were: syphilis, 143.2 ‘and 157.3 respectively: gonorrhea, 
227.2 and 218,53 chanercic, 20.0 anc 19.6; end lymphogranuioma venereum, 0.3 
and 0.6,
